his remarks were meant at least | 
partly to serve as a reply to 
Hoover's speech Wednesday night | 
which has been widely interpreted | 
as advocating an American policy 
of hemispheric isolationism. 

Hoover’s speech has caused 
much concern abroad. Acheson 
_was almost certainly seeking to! 
allay this anxiety and to assure | 
other countries, and especially | 
western Europe, that the United | 
States is not going to revert to 
isolationism. 

“The attitude which we take is | 
that we and our allies are moving | 
ahead with courage and with de- | 
termination to build our common 
strength,” Acheson said.

A seventh MIG was damaged 
‘in the 20-minute battle which 
ranged from treetop level toa 
frigid 30,000-foot altitude. The 
air battle was fought 20 miles 
southeast of Sinuiju, near the 
| northwest border of Korea. 

_ It was the biggest toll of en- 
| emy jets in a single action ever 
| taken in any war. 

| Seven enemy jets now have 
been listed as destroyed, one 
probably destroyed and two dam- 
aged since the F-86 Sabers, the 
world’s fastest operational fight- 
ers, entered action in Korea Dec.

With the new arrivals, it was 
‘estimated 540,000 Chinese and 
North Korean troops were poised 
in the front lines or In close re-

Advance Communist spearheads 
already were sparring with Amer- 
ican and South Korean units on 
both sides of the thirty-eighth 
parallel north and northeast of 
Seoul. One such North Korean 
probing attack knocked South Ko- 
rean troops back two and one-half 
miles 50 miles northeast of the 
capital yesterday.

The Undiplomatic Mao 


It may be fortunate for the United States that 
the Chinese Communists know or care as little 
about the arts of diplomacy as they do. Faced 
with a cease-fire resolution sponsored originally 
by 13 Asian and Arab members of the United 
Nations, Mao Tse-tung’s regime did not even 
take the trouble to send the U.N.’s special three- 
man committee a formal reply. 

Instead, its initial answer was a radio broad- 
cast of a statement by Foreign Minister Chou 
En-lai. And it was a peremptory and cavalier 
treatment of the proposal. Chou implied, among 
other things, that the small nations were vir- 
tually captive lackeys of the United States. 

This is obviously no way to win friends, and 
the only influencing of people it is likely to do 
is in the direction of making seem less accept- 
able conditions for peace which otherwise might 
look entirely reasonable in Asian eyes. 

Certainly most Orientals are likely to agree 
that Peiping should have a major voice in Asian 
affairs, and people whose principal interest is 
getting enough to eat would think a long time 
before opposing a general withdrawal from 
Korea, if they thought peace thereby could be 
secured. 

But Peiping has spoiled much of the effect by 
its threats and its lies and its insults, and these 
will be noted even more in New Delhi, Karachi, 
Jakarta and Teheran than in Washington. They 
make it easier for the United States to keep the 
small nations on its side. 

They do not mean, however, that the nations 
of the Far East now will blithely accept what 
often has seemed to them to be American in- 
transigence in our policy toward China, any 
more than they mean a final end to the effort to 
obtain an honorable peace in Korea by diplo- 
matic means. 

Peiping has a legitimate interest in what hap- 
pens in the Far East. The United States should 
acknowledge that fact, by announcing that it is 
prepared io discuss general Far Eastern prob- 
lems with Communist China, once a truce has 
been achieved in Korea. Then, whether or not 
it turned out that we had helped bring peace, 
at least Americans and the citizens of the rest 
of the free world would know that we had tried 
Peiping is wrong in 
rejecting the cease-fire, but Washington was 
wrong in sidetracking the U.N. resolution for ne- 


gotiations which might have made a cease-fire 
effective.

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(,.M. Ends Its Strike 

General Motors was well advised to call off its 
“embargo” on new car saies under the price ceil- 
ings ordered by the Economic Stabilization 
Agency. 

In the circumstances, it would have been very 
hard to distinguish between a sales embargo 
and a strike. However justified General Motors 
may have been in resenting the choice of the 
automobile industry as first candidate for price 
controls, in refusing to go along with the deci- 
sion it was in effect striking against the 
Government. 


The ESA’s firmness in refusing to alter its 
auto industry decision under pressure should 
have a salutary effect in securing as much en- 
forcement as possible of the “honor system” 
price controls throughout industry as a whole. 
International Harvester Co. and several oil com- 
panies have accepted price rollbacks for the 
present, and their decision may well have been 
affected by the G.M. case. A big firm cannot 
afford to become conspicuous as a price control 
violator. 

What has to be guarded against is the ten- 
dency for prices to creep upward by action of 
smaller firms and distributors whose decisions 
cannot readily be checked and are not taken in 
the white light of publicity. In this field the 
only final answer to inflation will undoubtedly 
be mandatory controls which carry with them 
the force of law. 
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Reminder to Last-Minute Shoppers 

The lustily ringing bells of the Salvation 
Army’s workers are part of Christmas shoppers’ 
merry Christmas. But the bells won’t herald as 
merry a Christmas as they should for some St. 
Louisans unless shoppers keep one hand free to 
drop a contribution into a kettle as they pass by. 
A partially empty kettle means an empty Christ- 
mas for someone, a full kettle a better Christ- 
mas for him who gives as well as him who 
receives. 
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The Latest: Private Lovalty Oaths 

Thought control is irritating enough when it 
is exercised by a government. But when private 
groups and individuals take a hand at this un- 
democratic business, it is time to run up a few 
danger flags. , 


This thought is engendered by the announce- 
ment that the Columbia Broadcasting System is 
requiring a loyalty oath of al! its regular radio 
and television employes. The motives of 
CBS are understandable. The entertainment 
business is particularly under the fire of 100 per 
cent patrioteers and those who are exploiting 
current fears and alarms. And a radio network 
naturally wants to guard against offending either 
sponsors or audiences. 

Nevertheless, CBS is approaching this prob- 
lem in the wrong way. This is still a free coun- 
try. While a network may exercise a high de- 
gree of control over its programs, the opinions 
of its employes, when privately held. are their 
private affair. 

The exaction of a special loyalty oath these 
days implies suspicion—suspicion which 999 
times in a thousand is unwarranted. Radio per- 
formers have as much right as teachers and 
other special groups to resent this type of a 
demand that they clear themselves of implied 
but unstated charges. 


The good old American rule has it that a 
man is innocent until proved guilty. And the 
matter of proving him guilty is the state’s busi- 
ness, not that of a corporation or private indi- 
vidual. By moving into this field, CBS is bor- 
rowing trouble. 

Joseph H. Ream, CBS executive vice presi- 
dent, says that the oath is being required be- 
cause of “the unique nature of broadcasting.” 
What makes broadcasting unique in any degree 
is its connection with the dissemination of news 
and the formation of public opinion. It shares, 
in some measure, the positidn of the press. But 


- 


the best elements in journalism have always 


‘ been proud of their part in helping to build an 


independent, fact-based public opinion as against 
the kind of imitation public opinion which is 
cooked up out of slogans and which amounts to 
an effort at manipulating conditioned reflexes. 

With all regard for the pressures of the times, 
CBS could make a greater contribution to Amer- 
icanism by «encouraging independence of 
thought, rather than by trying to achieve a safe 
conformity by means of an oath which any sub- 
versive individual would swear as quickly as he 
could say “CBS is on the air.” 
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What They Meant to Say 


In general, we are against the formation of 
new congressional committees, but it begins to 
look as if Congress may need at least one. This 
would be a Joint Committee for the Continuous 
Interpretation of the McCarran Internal Security 
Act. 

The conferees who wrote the final draft of 
this act have issued a statement declaring that 
the law was not meant to be interpreted as 
Attorney General McGrath has been interpreting 
it. They never intended to exclude from this 
country persons who had belonged to Fascist 
organizations as children, say the conferees. 
They never intended to exclude, they say, per- 
sons who had joined such organizations under 
coercion. 

The country will be glad to have this explana- 
tion, and so will numerous aliens who have been 
held up at Ellis Island while the sovereign Gov- 
ernment of the United States investigated their 
affiliations and associations at the age of 11. 

Still, the McCarran Act says, in plain terms, 
that aliens shall be excluded if “at any time” 
they have been “members of or affiliated with 

. . the Communist or other totalitarian party 
of any State of the United States, of any foreign 
state, or of any political or geographical subdi- 
vision of any foreign state.” 

This poses a delicate problem for the Supreme 
Court. What is the law? Is it what the statute 
says, or what Congressmen say it ought to say? 

A question of public policy is also involved. 
If one section of the McCarran Act which seems 
quite clear can be subject to such misinterpreta- 
tion, how many other sections are equally dubi- 
ous? The case is stronger than ever for a com- 
plete overhaul of the act, if not outright repeal, 
and the Congressmen who passed it have made 
the case. 
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Humanity in Korea 
One of the mysteries of the recent days of 
fighting in Korea has been the puzzle of whv 
the Hangnam beachhead has been maintained, 
now that there apparently has been time enough 
to evacuate troops and necessary supplies and 
equipment by sea. 


yen, MacArthur’s headquarters, quite prop- 
erly, is not saying. But one possible explanation 
is contained in the announcement that 25,000 
North Korean refugees have been taken from 
the beachhead to South Korea by tank-landing 
ships of the South Korean Navy. 


This is news that the free world will welcome. 
There have been few more heart-rending dis- 
patches than the accounts of the civilians fleeing 
from the advancing Communist hordes and seek- 
ing, usually in vain, asylum behind the United 
Nations lines. 


If more can be rescued, the free world will 
rejoice every day that the beachhead can be 
held. The fact that the U.N. forces have re- 
moved even as small a number as 25,000 is a 
testimonial to our belief in the importance of 
people, of human rights and of common decency. 
It is also in sharp contrast with President Syng- 
man Rhee’s firing-squad methods of dealing with 
enemies, including women and children, in 
South Korea. 
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New Hope for School Reforms 

On the whole, the Board of Education’s com- 
mittee on economic needs at its last meeting 
showed less hostility toward the recommenda- 
tions of the Citizens Advisory Committee than 
might have been expected. 


It would be a mistake to say that all the 
school board members had become friendly to 
the recommendations. William Schumacher, for 
example, was openly hostile. And so was Mrs. 
Irma Friede. But Frank P. Nagel obviously has 
not yet made up his mind. Charles H. Christel 
seemed in agreement with most of the recom- 
mendations. And Chairman Oscar A. Ehrhardt 
was determined that they be given a full and 
fair Study. 

So there is hope for the reforms, especially 
for greater centralization of the administrative 
activities of the school system. Whether or not 
the school board gets the extra revenues it needs 
may depend largely on its willingness to intro- 
duce more economy and efficiency. We hope 
that the next progress report from the com- 
mittee on economic needs will be even more 
favorable. 
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Now Wage Controls 

Government economic stabilizers have worked 
out a stop-gap wage control formula to accom- 
pany the stop-gap price controls in the automo- 
bile industry. The order dodged almost as many 
questions as it faced. But a beginning has to 
be made, and it should be made carefully. 

What is done now is important because it will 
probably set the pattern when controls are ap- 


* plied to the entire economy. So the basic ques- 


tion about wage ceilings is where they should 
go and how tightly they should stay there. 

A Union Labor Policy Committée under AFL 
President William Green and CIO President 
Philip Murray has asked the Truman Adminis- 
tration to allow for pay increases to match rises 
in living costs. Union leaders also are trying to 
protect “escalator clauses” which provide for 
automatic cost-of-living wage rises for 800.000 
automobile workers. 

The question now is whether the cost of living 
will increase, and under the Economic Stabiliza- 
tion Agency’s current price control formula, the 
answer is Yes. For this formula permits price 
rises when net profits are not equal to those of 
the 1946-1949 level, and it also allows price in- 
creases on specific items if these become 
unprofitable. 

So labor’s request is, on principle, quite fair. 
The object of stabilization is not simply to freeze 
everything, but to keep wages and prices in ba)- 
ance. Permitting the cost of living to rise while 
freezing wages at an absolute level would in- 
flict on wage earners a direct loss in their stand- 
ard of living and create a widespread sense of 
injustice. 

Without a price freeze, we cannot expect a 
wage freeze; but as prices are brought under 
control it is essential also to bring wages under 
control,

Great Books and Free Men 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opimon 


Free community will stand on ability of its members to understand 
each other and to hold to basic ideals; Great Books program is 
effort to let men know how their civilization grew; mastetworks of 
yesterday lend perspective for judging human aberrations of today.

The Great Books program is beginning 
its fourth year in our city under the spon- 
sorship of the Adult Education Council, 
the St. Louis Public Library, the St. Louis 
Public Schools, St. Louis University and 
Washington University. 

The Great Books Foundation co-operated 
with these local institutions in introducing 
the program to the community. More than 
3000 St. Louisans from all walks of life 
have participated in Great Books groups. 

Average men do have the natural ability 
and the time to read and discuss profitably 
the great books. The problem is to inspire 
them to use their time to develop their 
highest abilities. This is the mission of 
the Great Books Foundation (a non-profit 
corporation which has impoverished itself 
in its effort to enrich the country). 

We meet in small groups one evening 
every other week. We meet all over the 
city in libraries and schools, churches and 
social centers, around the Board of Alder- 
men’s table in a suburban City Hall, and 
around the board of directors’ table in a 
bank. 

At these meetings we are doing what 
free men are supposed to do; we are de- 
liberating about vital human questions. 
We bring into each discussion the greatest 
teachers that the human race has pro- 
duced. This is done by basing each dis- 
cussion on reading which all of us do in 
the books which the greatest teachers 
have written. 


Books Are the Teachers 


Two of our members sit at the head of 
the table and ask questions which are re- 
lated to the fundamental issues raised by 
the book. By firing provocative questions 
at the group the leaders ignite thoughtful 
discussion. By challenging the answers to 
their questions they fan the flames of 
thought. 

They do not pour water on the fire by 
impdsing their own opinions; the members 
have to think for themselves. The books 
are the teachers. 

What is a genuine liberal education? Its 
aim is to make us better men and better 
citizens. It is the process through which 
we cultivate our specifically human powers 
and civilize ourselves. 

Since the good man is the good citizen, 
we may assume that the same education 
which enriches our individual lives in- 
spires and equips us to be builders of the 
good society. 

The free community will stand or fall 
according to the ability of its members to 
communicate skilfully on the basis of some 
first principle they hold in common. This 
rule holds regardless of how grand or lim- 
ited is the scale of the community which 
we conceive. 


As a Civilizing Force 


In the long pull over several thousand 
years the human race has had enough ex- 
perience to produce the principles which 
we need to live happy lives and to build a 
good society. 

There have been men of wisdom and 
genius who have reflected on the experi- 
ence of the ages and have come up with 
some great ideas. These ideas when taken 
together form our civilization. A civiliza- 
tion is a working system of ideas. 

Liberal education is a civilizing force 
because, in addition to imparting certain 
skills, it transmits to us the tradition in 
which we live. 

Aristotle supported the ancient arrange- 
ments which denied to most men a voice 
in the ruling of the community. He 
thought that some men were slaves by 
mature because they were not endowed 
with what he termed the “deliberative 
faculty.” 

Centuries later Jefferson insisted that 
all men are created equal; he recognized 
that all men possessed the deliberative 
faculty even though many of them did not 
agem to be using it. So he proposed uni- 
é, ; 


versal education as a necessary corollary 
of political democracy. 

Toynbee, reflecting on modern democ- 
racy’s record, shows that the democratic 
faith was based largely on the promise of 
universal education. But he points to 
three stumbling blocks which have been 
cast in its way: education has been di- 
vorced from its traditional cultural back- 
ground; it has been dominated by a utili- 
tarian spirit which has made it an instru- 
ment of worldly ambition and frivolous 
amusement; and, finally, according to 
Toynbee, it has produced semi-educated 
minds which can be easily enslaved by 
ingenious propagandists. + 


When All Men Are Rulers 


He reminds us that the yellow press 
was invented shortly after the advent of 
universal education. Toynbee concludes: 
“If the people’s souls are to be saved, the 
only way is to raise the standard of mass 
education to a degree at which its recipi- 
ents will be immune from at least the 
grosser forms of exploitation and propa- 
ganda.” 


Chancellor Hutchins has sounded the 
challenge. “Since in a democracy all men 
are rulers, all men must have the educa- 
tion that rulers ought to have.” 


There may be those who say that the 
Great Books Foundation’s unprecedented 
effort to inspire masses of men to cultivate 
their deliberative faculty is no more hope- 
ful and far less entertaining than attempts 
to make dogs talk. However, on the basis 
of the beginning we have seen in St. Louis 
we are filled with hope. 


One of the purposes served by a list of 
books which cuts across the centuries is 
that it provides the perspective from 
which to view some of the current aberra- 
ticns of the human mind and spirit. 


Thucydides to America 


General Marshall has said: “I doubt 
seriously whether a man can think with 
full wisdom and deep conviction regarding 
certain of the basic international issues 
today who has not at least reviewed in his 
mind the period of the Peloponnesian 
War.” 

We read in Thucydides’s history of the 
Peloponnesian War about a power struggle 
between cities which was consummated in 
a fight to the death. Later we read in 
“The Federalist Papers” how our Found- 
ing Fathers, who have studied Thucydides, 
conceived a plan for ending the anarchy 
of American states in order to avoid the 
tragedy which was rooted in the anarchy 
of Greek cities. 

As we reflect cn the anarchy of modern 
nations we recall a reason one man gave 
for his interest in the Great Books pro- 
gram: ‘The trouble with our generation is 
that we haven’t read the minutes of the 
last meetings.” 


GARAGES AND AIR RAID SHELTERS

Gov. Driscoll has tossed into the civil 
defense picture a suggestion that is at- 
tracting more than ordinary interest. it 
is his idea that if Uncle Sam wants bomb 
shelters built, they should be constructed 
with the idea of serving a useful purpose 
in peacetime. 

Specifically, he proposes that under- 
ground parking areas be built, these to 
serve as shelters if and when the bombs 
fall. Traffic is one of the most baffling 
problems in all municipalities. Anything 
tending to take cars off the streets is a 
step in the right direction. . 

Gov. Driscoll points out that his plan 
has the added virtue of providing a use 
for slum areas. And the tops of these 
underground structures, he declares, could 
become park sites. The possibilities of all 
this certainly should be explored by park- 
ing and planning agencies. 
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Between Book Ends 


‘Kreisleriana 
FRITZ KREISLER, by Louis P. Lochner, (Macmilian Com- 
pany, 455 pgs, $5.)

“In my youthful days,” said Fritz Kreis- 
ler, “I had some weird thoughts about my 
future career. I envisaged myself oper- 
ating on a patient in the morning, playing 
chess in the afternoon, giving a concert in 
the evening, and ‘in anticipation of a glor- 
ious military career) winning a battle at 
midnight.” 

These words are indicative of the quality 
of Kreisler’s mind, of the nature of the 
man as well as artist, and his native ca- 
pacity to touch life and ideas at an aston- 
ishing number of points. And all this 
richness of background and sensibility en- 
ters into Kreisler’s playing. 

As a musician of genius, a unique figure 
among the most distinguished violinists of 
his period (which he became almost with- 
out taking time out*for study!), Kreisler 
would afford his biographer a fat volume. 
Kreisler enters the Vienna Conservatory 
at the age of 7 with a half-sized violin, 
leaves it at 10, is the 
winner of the Pre- 
mier Prix in violin 
playing at the Paris 
Conservatory at 12, 
and never takes an- 
other lesson in his 
life. 

As a composer he 
fs fertile in melodic 
ideas, and an instinc- 
tive craftsman. Even 
in his boyhood pe- 
riod he gives Delibes 
the waltz theme that 
is a part of the “Cop- 
pelia” score. And in 
later years he writes 
the alleged “transcriptions” of old masters 
for the violin which, after fascinating the 
public and even providing fellow-virtuosos 
with material for their repertoire, turn 
out to be the compositions of Kreisler, to 
the amusement of some and the fury of 
other presumable musical authorities when 
the hoax is discovered. 

The story of the “transcriptions,” upon 
the secret of which this writer had the 
luck to stumble, is told in a chapter that 
reveals the skill, the taste, the plausibility 
with which Kreisler wrote in the idiom of 
the composer and the period from which 
he professed to have taken the music. — 

Kreisler’s career is rounded out in this 
book by accounts of Kreisler’s fascination 
with gambling and pretty girls, with medi- 
cine and painting; Kreisler officering in 
the first World War (in which he was 
wounded), collecting rare books and in- 
cunabula. In all, his personality and cul- 
tivation of mind make him one of the most 
complete and admirable products of Vien- 
nese culture and society. 

Kreisler first came to America in 1888, 
a 13-year-old boy in kneepants, as the side- 
kick of that phenomenal rising pianist, 
Moriz Rosenthal. They crossed on a 
steamer that had only ome deck and used 
sails in addition to machine propulsion. —

LL things being equal—be- 
tween opposing players or 
sides—three of a kind are sel- 
dom worth holding. They are one 
card too many for getting the 
pack, if that’s what you're trying 
for. 

But when all things aren't equal 
—that is, when you are behind— 
it may pay to hang on to the com- 
binations that give you readymade 
melds. 

Take this hand: 


Both sides needed 90. An oppo- 
nent melded early, taking a seven- 


card pack and melding two tens 
with a joker and three sixes with 
a deuce. Your partner later 
matched this by melding, from his 
hand, two kings and a joker, and 
three jacks. 

The pack has grown to about 
fifteen cards, and is not frozen. 
Unless someone freezes it pretty 
rapidly, it can’t last long. And 
surely the opponents have the ad- 
vantage, for their combined cards 
total twenty-one, while you and 
your partner together have only 
sixteen, 


With the pack unfrozen, it us- 
ually pays to hold as many differ- 
rent ranks as possible. But it 
should be more advantageous to 
you, with the odds against you, to 
keep your hand as nearly matched 
as you can. You may have to play 
desperately to go out. 

This being the case, it will be 
better for you to discard one of 
your single cards—the safest, de- 
pending on previous discards— 
and hang on to your matched sets, 
for a while at least. Parting with 
one rank probably won't seriously 
diminish your chance to get the 
pack, anyway.

HYDE PARK. 

VERYONE who did not hear 
F. former President Hoover's ad- 

dress certainly should read it 
with care. 

He is a man who throughout 
his life has traveled and lived in 
different parts of the world. He 
knows the Far East, he lived in 
England, and his age and experi- 
ence deserve careful hearing. 

From a survey of the military 
situation, he comes to the conclu- 
sion that a war between Commu- 
nist and non-Communist forces 
must not be fought on land. He 
considers North and South Amer- 
ica “the Gibraltar of Western civ- 
ilization.” He feels that the 
Americans alone, with sea and.air 
power, can “so control the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans that 
there can be no invasion of the 
Western Hemisphere by Commu- 
nist armies. 

His economic prognostications 
of our present situation and the 
trend we follow are gloomy. Some 
of his gloom is undoubtedly justi- 
fied, but I believe our position 
economically can be strengthened.

HIS APPRAISAL of what 
should be the course of the Unit- 
ed Nations in the present situa- 
tion is, think, open to question. 
But at least it is worth considera- 
tion by the nations of the world. 

Mr. Hoover's estimation, how- 
ever, does not show a very inti- 
mate knowledge of the feeling 
now existing in some of the na- 
tions that make up the U.N. It is 
also abundantly clear that he is 
no enthusiast for a great effort 
to strengthen the U.N. and to 
study our own policies and our 
own situation in an effort to find 
ways of creating greater under- 
standing between us and the other 
nations of the world. 

It would seem to me that in 
his attitude on Western Europe 
he leaves Great Britain in a 
rather exposed position and that 


his reliance for the defense of 
North and South America on our 
forces alone on sea and in the 
air is not very wise. However, [ 
entirely agree with the stress he 
puts on sea and air -power. 

x «* * 

ALSO I DO NOT agree with 
his suggestion on Formosa, but I 
do believe that we can count, 
with sufficient air force, on pro- 
tecting the Philippines and the 
island chain which must be our 
frontier for protection of our 
western coasts. This is why I also 
think it important that Hawaii 
become a state at once. 

Mr. Hoover says nothing of 
Alaska, and it seems to me that 
we need to strengthen our de- 
fenses there almost more than we 
need to do so in any other part 
of the world. First of all, I think 
Alaska should also become a state 
and then whatever our chiefs of 
staff think should be done 
through air and sea power, but 
primarily air power, to protect 
Alaska, should be quickly accom- 
plished. This is one of the vul- 
nerable points of our coast that 
might easily be the first object of 
attack.

MR. HOOVER’S attitude on 
Europe is not very understanding, 
it seems to me, and I am inter- 
ested to find him finally declar- 
ing that his policies constitute no 
isolationism. He says himself that 
if we follow his policy and Europe 
is lost, the future would hold “an 
uneasy peace but we could carry 
it on with these policies even if 
the Communists should attack our 
lines on the sea.” 

[ am not sure that I share his 
assurance, and I hope that my 
party will formulate a policy that 
is a little more hopeful and 
shows us the way to a little less 
precarious peace and gives us the 
hope of a greater number of 
friends in the world than our ex- 
President seems to think we can 
count on.
